The 
new charter is a progressive 
measure and tomorrow will decide 
whether the voters of Berekley con 
elude to take a step forward or not 


To defeat this measure means years, 


of retrograding. 
It does not seem 
possible with all the knowledge and 
cultivation within its limits that such 
a thing could happen. 
Berkeley has 
grown very fast in the last decade, 
faster than almost any town on the 
Pacific Coast 
We mean by growth 
the increase of the number of inhabi­ 
tants. 
In other ways it has not kept 
up with the times. 
T o be sure it 
has kept along quite well with . the 
means it has had at its disposal. The 


boy has outgrown his knickerbockers 
and now wants a full suit. 
With a 
great struggle the public schools 
have managed to keep in existence, 
but rather a precarious one. Our 
streets have here and there been im 
proved to some extent from the par 
ticular pockets of the property owners. 
Lights for the late traveler have been 
procured and the expense of keeping 
it up causes the public to groan, on 
account of the amount of money it 
takes out of the scanty supply. ~~ Yet 
it is considered a public necessity and 
must 
Be maintained. 
Money for 
keeping what streets there has been 
macadamized in fair 
condition is 
lacking, although the water used for 
such purposes has been furnished at-] 


so low a rate that the .Board of Trus­ 
tees have agreed to raise it fifty per 
cent. 
1 


There are various other improve 
raents sadly needed that cannot be 
made on account of the want ol 
money for this purpose. 
It 'is time 
that the town should be looking out 


for places to be used as public parks, 
which go far to make a city attrac 
tive. 
Land can never be obtained 
cheaper than at the present time for 
public breathing places that all cities 
must have. 


We could go on and enumerate a 
great many things that a city growing 
like this University town should have 
and could be had if only a small 
amount of means was available for 
the purpose. 


The new charter will enable the 
Trustees to carry out a great many 
improvements and then not reach the 
limit of taxation which is called for. 


Copies of the new style of govern 
ment printed by both of the daily 
papers, have been circulated so that 
no voter in town can say that he has 
not seen the document if he had any 
desire to do so. If he had that de 
sire and has not read it thoroughly it 


is his own fault and he cannot go to 
the polls on the morrow and exclaim, 
"I do not know what I am voting 


for or against" 


The charter is a plain, straight-for 
ward document, prepared by men 
fully capable of doing and doing it in 
an honest manner. 
We have got 


along wij|i tli^ old charter which 
.years ago^giswered the purpose but, 
of late dggs not me|t, our require­ 
ments. 
§fijf-interest igay cause some 
to oppose it and setf-lnterest should 
cause others to vote for it. 
It will be 
a great benefit to a large majority of 
Berkeleyans in more ways than one. 


From what we can learn in eon 
versation with many of our people tin- 
more it is discussed the more it come.* 
into popular favor. 
One thing i- 
quite sure if the charter is not carried 
there will be something to be regret 
ted for many a year. The day laborer 
will probably reap more direct bene
